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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a reinforcement material for rubber. 
Group II, claim(s) 6, drawn to a rubber product containing the reinforcement material. 
Group III, claim(s) 7, drawn to a method for producing the rubber product. 
Group IV, claim(s) 8, drawn to a pneumatic tire containing the reinforcement material. 
Group V, claim(s) 9, drawn to a method for producing the pneumatic tire. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: the subject matter common to all the groups is the reinforcement 
material recited in claim 5, however this does not distinguish over the prior art as evidenced by 
Japanese Patent Applications 11-021777 and 62-238104 cited by applicants for example and 
therefore it cannot serve as a common special technical feature (note that the prior art exemplified 
by Japanese Patent Applications 63-096338, 10-217716, and 10-258609 cited by applicants as well as 
Frazier (3,288,194), Frazier (3,294,143), Schroeder (3,675,702), and Japanese Patent Application 63- 
116904 A also appears to anticipate the subject matter of at least claim 5 because the curvature 
inherendy changes between one loop and the next to obtain partial rather than complete 
superposition of adjacent loops).
